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A TRIBUTE 


George E. Rogers Philip E. Lucier 


Every year the Town of Natick adds new volunteers and employees; recognizes 
and retires those who have given years of dedicated service and must bid a 
final goodbye to those who have died. 


During 1985 four distinguished public servants: George Buchan, Edward 
Easton, Philip Lucier, and George E. Rogers were among those who passed 
away. 


George Buchan, known to many residents as ''Mr. Fourth of July'', was 82 
when he died on December 5th. The tradition of Natick's July 4th cele- 
bration and most especially the annual parade were begun by George Buchan 
in 1955. He and his wife Olive owned and operated a variety store on 
Pond Street and devised the idea of a small parade along Pond Street for 
town youngsters. 


Since that first parade the annual Natick celebration had grown and changed 
form, but Buchan's inspiration of an annual birthday party in Natick to 
commemorate the founding of our country has remained. 


Over the past three decades Buchan was in the forefront of the plans for 
the annual celebration. Whether it was planning special children's activ- 
ities, raising money to replace the elimination of town funding, or 
planning the parade route he was always willing to lend a helping hand. 

In 1981 he received a special award for his contributions and was named 
Grand Marshal of the parade. 


Even after he was no longer in the forefront of the July 4th Committee's 
activities he could still be found out in front of the holiday crowds 
that annually cheered the marchers and enjoyed the fun. 


He also collected memoriabilia and photos of each year's celebration and 
worked to preserve these symbols of Natick's special annual celebration. 


Edward Easton was the head of Natick's auxiliary police for the ten years 
prior to his death at the age 67 on October 16. 


He was a security officer at the General Motors Corporation plant in 
Framingham for 25 years prior to his retirement. 


As head of Natick's auxiliary police force, he would always be found on 

the Natick Common during the Summer band concerts and was a presence at most 
other major town activities. The auxiliary under his leadership assisted 
the Natick Police in patrols of areas of town prone to vandalism; especially 
the schools. 


Philip Lucier was principal of Kennedy Middle School when he died suddenly 
on March 23 at the age of 57. 


He worked in the Natick School system for 29 years first as a science 
teacher at Coolidge Junior High School. He was also the first guidance 
counselor at Wilson Junior High School before going to the Kennedy School 
first as vice-principal and then in 1973 as principal. 


In addition to working closely with the staff and students of the Natick 
School system Lucier was also involved in his hometown of Medway where he 
was a selectman from 1977 to 1980 and served on the Medway Finance Committee. 


Among Lucier's most recent accomplishments was his work on the consolidation 
and reorganization of the three junior high schools in Natick into two Middle 
Schools. 


"Under his leadership we have developed an excellent middle level school 

and we hope we can continue with much of what he had begun,'' said William 
Donovan who served as vice-principal under Lucier and took over in September 
as principal of the school. 


The entrance road to Kennedy was named Philip E. Lucier Drive in his honor. 


George E. Rogers a lifelong Natick resident was Supervisor of the Sanitation 
Division of the Natick Public Works when he died unexpectedly on July 17. 


Rogers was a familiar figure at the West Street facility for 30 years. He 
began when it was known as ''the dump'' and oversaw its transformation to a 
"sanitary landfill.'' And throughout the years and changes in regulations 
he never lost his sense of humor or dedication to handling his responsibil- 
ities in an efficient and effective way. 


In addition to working for the Town, Rogers was also very active in civic 
affairs. He was a Town Meeting Member for over 20 years speaking out 
effectively, but with wit on a variety of issues he felt strongly about. 
He was also a former constable for Middlesex County. 


In addition to those featured above we would like to take this opportunity 
to say a final thank you to all the Town employees who died during 1985 and 
gave of themselves for the betterment of the Town of Natick.

1985 was marked by successful completion of projects or successful 
negotiation of agreements important to Natick's future. 


- Bonding for a new Fire Department Headquarters 
- Funding for design of a new Department of Public Works Facility 
- Agreement for a relocated expanded Natick District Courthouse 
- A connector road between Natick Mall and Shoppers World - Flutie Pass 
- Agreement with Dover, Needham, Wellesley and Natick to secure from 
the State the rights to develop and control the water supply in the 
Stigmatine property 


- Winning approximately $200,000 State grant to rehabilitate the Natick 
Common 

- Agreement arrived at with Framingham for a truck ban on Hartford Street 
and Nottingham Drive 

- Leadership in the creation of a Statewide Task Force to resolve 
traffic issues in a timely fashion 

- Development of a five and ten year Financial Plan 


"Quality of life'', the improvement of and the maintenance of has had a 
significant influence on Selectmen decision making in 1985. Citizen input 
was both encouraged and seriously considered. 


Selectmen: 


- Made a strong commitment to the MetroWest Growth Management 
Committee, the first regional group of Selectmen and Planning 
Board members in the Commonwealth. 

- Decided to continue to maintain a four station Fire Department 
Operation 

- Upheld the mandate of voters to deny bars in restaurants, declined 
to modify liquor license regulations 

- Agreed to transfer a portion of the West School Property to Natick 
Housing Authority for development of eight family housing units. 
Recreation fields will remain under the jurisdiction of the Town 
and continue to be available to the neighborhood. Eleven acres 
of wetlands on the property were placed under the jurisdiction 
of the Conservation Commission. Parking will be available for 
recreation because of a lease negotiated with Boston Edison. 

- Denied a common victuallers license to Burger King applicant on 
East Central Street. There was concern expressed that it would 
undermine the residential character of the neighborhood. 


Two general issues deserve specific focus. One is the goal to continue to 
challenge how we provide quality government services, which means main- 


taining essential services in an environment of sound fiscal planning. 


The second is the ongoing public-private sector effort to champion the 
revitalization of downtown Natick. 


The basics are in place or are expected to be accomplished in 1986, such 
as the overall increase in parking spaces, parking enforcement, upgrading 
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of streelights and traffic lights. 


Businesses have rehabilitated buildings, are making plans for further 
rehabilitation and new buildings are also on the drawing board. 


In 1986, new development is expected to begin. The Natick Common will be 
enhanced. Proposals regarding reuse of public buildings should emerge. 


The Board will work with the community to define responsible growth in the 
downtown. Issues of parking, housing, height, use and reuse of space need 
to be addressed. 


It is an exciting time, what has been talked about for years, "revitaliza- 
tion,'' is about to happen. But what is most important is that the Board 
of Selectmen will work with the community to inspire positive development 
in downtown Natick.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee looks back on calendar 1985 with great pride. 
As a result of its efforts, the school system achieved several major 
accomplishments. 


Working closely with the Finance Committee and the Town Administrator, the 
School Committee obtained Town Meeting approval for a $3.3 million bond 
issue to rehabilitate the high school. Work on this project began in 

July, and at this time the project has reached eighty percent completion. 
The cooperation of the high school staff and administration, the architect, 
the general contractor and central office personnel are responsible for 

the success of this project. 


The United States Department of Education selected the Wilson Middle 
School as a finalist in the national Secondary School Recognition Program. 
This singular honor recognizes the contribution of the school's staff to 
the development of sound programs and practices for its student body and 
parent community. Representatives of the school and the Chair of the 
School Committee went to Washington to receive the public recognition 

of the President and the Secretary of Education. 


The passage of Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1985, the education reforms 

bill, required the Committee to begin an extensive implementation process. 
To date, the Committee has approved accepting the professional development 
grants, has established school improvement councils in the elementary and 
middle schools and has prepared the staff for the new state-mandated testing 
programs. 
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To assure a continuous process of evaluation of the elementary and middle 
schools, the Committee voted to enroll these schools in the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges evaluation-accreditation program. 
Modeled on the program that is used in high schools, the self-study/visiting 
committee/accreditation process signifies that the school(s) have met the 
NEASC standards. It is the School Committee's intent to have all of its 
schools accredited by 1991. 


The,untimely passing,of Phillip J. Lucier and, the retirement of Herves 
Lemaire and Harold Rosen created the need to replace all secondary school 
principals. The Committee approved and implemented a process to accomplish 
this. Following many hours of screening and interviewing by panels and 
administration, the Committee has filled two of the three positions. It 
has been a year of ''the changing of the guard." 


During the course of the year, the Committee addressed a number of 
curriculum and program issues. Among these were: 


Approving the Natick High School week-about academic 
program with Quinobin. 

Continuing the collaborative program with Opera Boston. 
Expanding the METCO program to include the sixth grade. 
Approving the computer literacy curriculum for grades 
Six and seven. 

Approving the special education plan for the system. 
Establishing a reading program at Natick High School. 
Establishing additional foreign language exchange 
programs. 

Providing for the establishment of an ''extended day program.''! 


The School Committee recognizes the achievements of the National Merit 
Scholars, the speech team for the national awards it won, the winners of 
regional and state awards in art and music, the winners of numerous 
scholarships and good citizenship awards. Several boys and girls athletic 
teams took league championships, and it was back to the Superbowl] for the 
fourth time. 


The Committee thanks other boards and committees, parents and the citizens 
of this town for their support and cooperation. It made 1985 a banner year.

We are pleased to report on some of the educational activities of the 
Natick Public Schools for the calendar year 1985. The School Committee 
provided direction to and support for the professional staff in its 
efforts to improve the quality of the programs and services the school 
system offers to the students. 


Natick High School 
All departments continued to examine the content of the course offerings 
and made appropriate changes to respond to the interest and abilities 


of the students. 


The social studies department involved hundreds of students in activi- 
ties that addressed both social and political concerns. 


The foreign language department expanded its student exchange program 
to include Germany, France and Spain. Fifty-six percent of the student 


body is enrolled in a foreign language. 


The mathematics department implemented the School Committee-approved 
mathematics sequence for Algebra |, Algebra I|, and Geometry. 


The science department enrolled a record number of students in its 
physics courses, 


The business education department joined with area businesses and 
industries to provide 'hands-on'' opportunities for students. 


The art and music departments provided several opportunities for students 
to compete in state-wide competitions. 


The home economics department introduced computer assisted instruction 
into its elective program. 


The Natick High School Parent-Teacher-Student-Organization successfully 
completed its first year of operation. 


The Alcohol and Drug Education Committee provided a number of programs 
and services to students and their families. 


Kennedy and Wilson Middle Schools 


The schools implemented the call-back system to enhance the students' 
security. 


Students in grades six and seven participated in the Opera Boston 
productions here and in Boston. 


The sixth grade participated in the expanded drug and alcohol education 
program as a part of the physical education course. 


The schools implemented the new computer application program in grades 
six and seven.

The parent groups in both schools continue their active participation 
with the school personnel. 


The schools are working closely together to ensure that curriculum 
content is similar at the respective grade levels and coordinated with 
the high school offerings.

Project REVAP Jr. worked with elementary teachers to infuse career 
awareness activities into the academic curriculum. 


The Computer Education Department purchased more equipment and provided 
a variety of additional training experiences for classroom teachers. 


The elementary library department expanded the media collection in each 
school and developed and implemented a new audio-visual resources guide. 


The elementary principals and the assistant superintendents developed 
and implemented a training program on critical thinking for all class- 


room ‘teachers. 


Elementary teachers won competitive grants for improving mathematics 
insturction, the humanities and elementary level science. 


All school nurses are actively involved with health education programs 
in the six senoolse 


The Natick Fire and Police Departments and the Morse Institute provide 
a number of programs in all of the schools. 


System-wide Services 


The Chapter | Program enrolled over 200 elementary school students in 
its compensatory education program. 


The Special Education Department serviced 670 students K-12. 


The Department of Guidance and Counseling produced twenty new programs 
for ''The Thirteenth Year,!! 


The Staff Development Council sponsored Dr. Robert Coles of Harvard 
as speaker for the entire professional staff. 
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The School Committee approved creating internships for art and music 
coordination. 


The administration implemented a system-wide drug and alcohol education 
advisory council. 


A host of community organizations provided the schools with programs, 
services, and scholarships. We extend our thanks to them for their 
generosity. In addition, we pay tribute to the teachers who, ona day- 
to-day basis, make the education of Natick's children and youth their 
First responsibility.

TRAINING DIVISION 


The Training Division established a new Drive Operator Program in which 
all men hired after July 1, 1979 have been required to passadriving 
course designed after NFPA Standards before driving Fire Department: Vehicles. 


All personnel were recertified as Basic Rescuers under the American Heart 
Association guidelines. 


Personnel were instructed in the operation of new larger capacity hose- 
lines and automatic nozzles. 


Scuba Diving team attended regularly scheduled drill sessions. One new 
diver Firefighter Paul DeVito was certified as an advanced open water diver. 


FIRE PREVENTION DIVISION 1go5. 


There was a slight decrease in the total inspections made, but the total 
man hours spent doing occupancy inspections increased due to the complexity 
of some of the new large buildings, i.e. Crowne Plaza Holiday Inn, Ivecor 
Building, Applehill, other large commerical buildings and residential 
sub-divisions. 


The annual Fire Prevention Week activities were conducted in all Elementary 


Schools during the first week of October. Safety Orientation classes were 
conducted in the Nursing Homes, Hospital and Hotels for employees. 
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Routine activities continued with the issuing permits for oil, gas, 
occupancy, smoke detector, tank trucks, blasting and black powder. Also 
included were the investigation of suspicious or undetermined fires, 
supervised fire drills in schools, hospital, and nursing homes, and approval 
of blueprints - both commerical and residential. 


With the occupancy of the new Crowne Plaza - Holiday Inn during November 
an orientation was conducted for the entire Fire Department over a two 
week period.

all cases materials were provided by the owner/developer. 


Police Alarm & Traffic Control 

The police call boxes have been tested and received maintenance. On 
seven occasions we suffered knockdowns at the following locations: 

Speen & Mill Sts, South Natick Square, North Main & Bacon, Speen & 
Nottingham, Speen & Timber Lane. We have reviewed the plans for the New 
Proposed Lights for West Central & Kendall, Hartford & Mill, and Natick 
Square. We hope that construction can begin before the end of 1986. 


Holiday Lighting 

Again this past Christmas we were able to make repairs and replace all 
burned out lamps. We hope funding will continue to enable us to maintain 
the Holiday lighting in an acceptable condition.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Water Division 


During 1985, 1,449,484,000 gallons of water were pumped. Approximately 
9,000 feet of 16'' water main was installed from the Springvale Station on 
Route 9 to Hartford Street and Bishop Street. Five Hundred feet of 6!! 
water main was installed in Glenwood Street and South Street. All mains 
were flushed during early summer. Eight Hundred Twenty-two water meters 
were replaced under our water meter upgrading program. Seventy-one new 
water services were added to the system and 62 services were relaid. 
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Sewer Division 


All sewer mains were flushed during the year. Two new sewer pumping 
stations were added to the system. The Springvale Sewer Station was 
rehabilitated-88 new sewer service were added. 


Engineering Division 


Plans were prepared for in house construction for the Pinewood Avenue 
storm drain; Millbrook Road subdrains; West Street - Windsor Avenue 
parking lot and grading and drainage for the playgrounds at Brown 

and Memorial Schools. 


Bid contracts were prepared and awarded for the sewer main extension on 
Highland and Middle Streets and the final work necessary under the 
performance bond for the Captain Tom's Hill subdivision. 


Topographical plans were prepared for various traffic signal locations 
and the Town Common improvements. A report on the truck exclusion route 
on Hartford Street was also prepared. 


Highway Division 


The annual road maintenance and oiling program continued in 1985. 

Storm drains were installed on Pinewood Avenue and Millbrook Road. 
Numerous street and traffic signs were erected and/or replaced. Regular 
street striping along with street sweeping was done. The catch basin 
cleaning program is also being carried out. 


Sanitation Division 


This Division was saddened by the sudden and untimely death of George E. 
Rogers, Supervisor who was a moving force behind the operation of the 
Sanitation Division. This Division continues to operate under reduced 
collections during weeks which have holidays. All routes will continue 
to be rotated so that one section does not bear the brunt of reduced 
collections each year. 


Land, Facilities and Natural Resources Division 


This Division's major project this year was spearheading the clean up 

after Hurricane Gloria. Besides dealing with the storm the division 
continued the dismantling of tree stumps and butts maintenance of the 

many Town's fields, parks and playgrounds. Among the major accomplishments 
were the repairs to the High School tennis courts, Memorial School, Brown 
School. and Shaw Park ground renovations and the Murphy center gymnasium 
renovations.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The following communicable diseases were reported to the Board of Health 


in 1985:

Home visits made for contagion and other related matters totalled 1,413. 
Tine and Mantoux tests for TB totalled 226. Six were positive reactors, 
4 individuals were placed on chemoprophylaxis, to be checked every 3-4 
months for 1-2 years as indicated by progress. 


A total of 83 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child Conferences, 
and 169 various immunizations were administered. 


There were 7 premature births reported for 1985. No applications for 
financial aid were received. Premature and post partum home visits 
totalled 73. 


Twenty-nine children were screened in the Lead Poisoning Prevention Program, 
of which 10 tested above normal limits and required followup. 


Forty-eight weekly Blood Pressure screening Clinics were held. Three 
Hundred Fifty-two residents attended and 37 were referred to their private 
physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held according to State guidelines. A total of 902 
residents were inoculated, and no adverse reactions were reported to the 


Health office. 


Glaucoma Screening Clincs were held in June and November. Eighty residents 
were screened; 9 were referred to their private physicians. 


A Diabetic Screening Clinic was held in November. Seventeen residents were 
screened; 9 were referred to their private physicians. 


Skin Cancer Screening Clincs were held in June and November. Thirty-six 
residents were screened; 24 were referred to their private physicians. 
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Total of 9,117 doses of various biologics were distributed to Natick 
physicians during 1985. 


The Public Health Nurse represented the Board of Health at the Interagency 
Child Abuse and Neglect meetings, Leonard Morse Hospital Community Health 
OQare Needs Committee, Mass. Dept. of Public Health seminars on Communicable 
and Sexually Transmitted Diseases, Hypertension, and Lead Poisoning Preven- 
tion, and other professional educational conferences. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump permits, 
various licenses, and inspections. totalled $157,171.21, a 33 percent 
increase over 1984. In August the scale attendant position at the 
landfill was transferred from the Board of Health to the Public Works 
Department. Dumping fees collected after the transfer are credited to 
Public Works. 


The annual Rabies Clinics were held in May; a total of 202 dogs and cats 
were inoculated, and $808 in fees were returned to the Town Treasury. 


A total of 502 inspections were conducted of 167 food establishments of 
all types, including restaurants, markets, bakeries, caterers, clubs, 
schools, canteen trucks, food manufacturers, and fairs. A total of 
2,506 inspections, complaint investigations, progress inspections, and 
Field consultations were made by Board of Health staff relative to 
environmental sanitation and other public health matters. Water testing 
totalled 191 individual tests. 


A total of 26 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and Administrative 
Hearings were necessary in 1985. 


The inspectional staff attended seminars on Epidemiology and Toxicology, 
Microbiological Examination of Water, and the Revised State Sanitary Code 
Food regulations. The Director attended the Annual Educational Conference 
of the National Environmental Health Association and quarterly educational 
meetings of the Massachusetts Health Officers Association. 


The 1985 mosquito control program began with larvae dippings starting in 
late March. Because of the warm Spring there was an early hatch, and 
brological, non-chemical larvicides were applied where needed in accessible 
areas. In late May, 700 acres of inaccessible breeding areas were sprayed 
by helicopter with the larvicide Abate-4E. In 1986 we plan to use a 
biological, non-chemical material for the aerial larvicide treatment. 
Night spraying of selected areas for adult mosquito control began in May 
with the truckmounted ULV sprayer. This program was both popular and 
successful although frequent mechanical problems with the aging truck 

had a negative effect. All 52 brooks and bog holes were cleaned and 
maintained to the extent possible without heavy equipment. 


Progress in implemenation of the Underground Storage Tank Bylaw was slowed 
by personnel changes. However, at the end of 1985 we had obtained 
registration data on underground tanks at 94 locations; this number repre- 
sents an estimated 90 percent of all tanks covered by the bylaw. The 
remaining provisions of the bylaw will be implemented during 1986. 


The proper disposal of household hazardous wastes is one of the goals of 
the Board of Health. Late in 1985 arrangements were made with a licensed 
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hazardous waste transporter to conduct Natick's first Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day in April of 1986.

Building continues at an all time high with the anticipation of continuing 
in the same manner for the year 1986. We have seen the completion of the 
Crowne Plaza, with the exception of the swimming pool, the shell of the 
lvecor Building has been completed, with the exception of the interior and 
Apple Hill is 95% completed. We now have the first of its kind, the 
approval to erect a private heliport on the roof of a newly constructed 
office building on Commonwealith Road.

PLANNING BOARD 


During 1985 all of the Boston Metropolitan area enjoyed unparalleled 
economic growth and prosperity. Even faster growth occurred in the 
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western suburbs. As a result, Natick's Planning Board was forced to 
react to a record number of Subdivision proposals, major proposals for 
residential cluster development, variance and special permit hearings 
before the Zoning Board of Appeals (requiring advisory opinions from the 
Planning Board, Approval Not Required Plans). 


The Planning Board also attempted to look to the future and proposed to 
Town Meeting a variety of zoning by-law articles designed to enhance the 
attractiveness of commercial developments and curtail strip commercial 
development. Several of these proposals were approved by Town Meeting.

During 1985 the Planning Board reviewed the following residential sub- 
divisions, most of which were approved by the end of the year.

In July the Board voted to increase its filing fees for both subdivision 
and special permits to reflect the increased costs of reviewing these plans. 


RESIDENTIAL CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT 


For the last 2 years the Planning Board has been actively negotiating with 
the Niles Company and neighborhood groups regarding a large cluster develop- 
ment ''Hunnewell woods'(119 lots on 138 acres of land) on the easterly side 
of Union Street and the southerly side of East Central Street. As part 

of this plan the zoning for about roughly 300 acres of land on the easterly 
side of Union Street was changed from the 20,000 ft zone to the 40,000 zone. 
The final plan also required the developer to build a special access to East 
Central Street, relocate a house and a proposed access road on Union Street, 
and relocate the main entrance to the Leonard Morse Hospital. The plan also 
provided for about 50+ acres of common open Space as well as public walkway 
through much of the common open land. 


- Although Hunnewell Woods was formally approved by the Conservation 
Commission and the Planning Board in the fall, the decisions by each 
Board have been appealed by concerned neighborhood groups to the State's 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering and the Superior Court. 
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OTHER SITE PLAN REVIEW DEVELOPMENT 


During 1985 the Board received proposals and approved plans for a smal] 
expansion at Leonard Morse Hospital and a small retail/restaurant 
development at the Natick Executive Park on Route 9. 


ZBA ADVISORY OPINIONS 


Altogether the Zoning Board of Appeals was required to act on about 130 
cases requiring a variance or a special permit or site plan review. Each 
of the proposals were reviewed by the Planning Board, and in most of the 
cases the Board gave written and/or oral testimony to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals on particular issues. 


SUBDIVISION NOT REQUIRED PLANS 


A total of thirty six (36) subdivisions not required plans were submitted 
to the Board for approval. 


This year the Planning Board, after holding a hearing on the matter, changed 
its fee schedule to include a $50.00 filing fee for ANR plans. 


PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE ZONING BY-LAWS 


In the spring and fall of 1985 the Planning Board proosed to Town Meeting

Proposals 
for rezoning parcels on East Central Street and North Main Street in North 
Natick were referred to the Planning Board for further study. 


The Board believes the need of controlling strip commercial development 
and improving the appearance of East Central Street is still important and 
intends to bring revised proposals to the Town Meeting in 1986.

METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


Natick is a valued member of the Metropolitan Area Planning Council (MAPC), 
which is comprised of 101 communities in the Metropolitan Boston Area. 
Natick's contribution of 17.7 cents per capita (in 1985, $5,215) helped to 
provide technical assistance for Natick and other member communities, and 
assisted the MAPC in the formation and implementation of regional plans 
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and policies which benefit the Metropolitan Boston Area. During 1985, the 
MAPC provided specific assistance to Natick for: 


Metropolitan Growth Management Study 
Town Common Grant Application 


Natick in turn aided MAPC in the formation of the Metro West Growth 
Management Committee whose success has spurred other MAPC subregional groups 
to form. 


Natick also benefited from the following regional plans, policies, or 
programs: Land-use maps, providing detailed analysis of the region between 
1951-1971. The Transportation Improvement Program, which is required to 
maintain eligibility for federal funds, was updated during this past year, 
as well. In addition, MAPC was named an economic development Agency. 
Natick's support of the economic development region designation allows a 

10 percent bonus on federal funds expended in our region for economic 
development projects utilizing federal support. 


Several publications were also beneficial to Natick. The State of the 
Region, a comprehensive study of Metropolitan Boston by MAPC staff member 
Douglas Carnahan, Ph.D., provides social and economic forecasting tools, 
maps and statistical charts, and analyses of data which compare the region 
in 1971 to the present. Supporting Affordable Housing in Boston, is a 
useful guide with information that is applicable to all communities 
concerned with the issue of affordable housing. 


MAPC also reviewed several development proposals and three Industrial 
Revenue Bonds totaling $3,583,434.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


During the year 1985, 131 cases were filed for public hearing with the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. The number of cases continues to increase and 
this was by far the largest number of cases, handled by any Natick Zoning 
Board in a one year period. 


Many applications on properties zoned for Commercial ll, Industria i@ieand 
Industrial Il purposes, required "Site Plan Review Approval'' as a result 
of a new Zoning By-law, enacted by the vote of Town Meeting, on April Lie 
1985. The Board together with the cooperation of other Town Agencies, 
worked with petitioning parties to achieve the best possible development 
plan for these particular sites. The Board has attempted to implement 
the procedures required under Site Plan Review, and/or to grant waivers, 
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depending on the nature of the proposed construction, alteration or use, 
after considering the significance of the effect such proposal will have 
upon the neighborhood. The Board believes that the Site Plan Review 
Process will provide improved methods in development within the Town of 
Natick. 


In 1985 the Zoning Board acquired a word processor, which has been 
extremely helpful in alleviating the increased workload of our office. 


The Board accepted with regret Robert H. Egan's decision to resign from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. Mr. Egan very willingly offered his 
architectural expertise to the Board for the past decade, and will be 
missed by his Fellow Board Members and Natick Residents. 


The Board welcomed with pleasure the appointment of Christine D. Hubbard, 
who had served as an Associate Member and is an Attorney, as a Regular 
Member, and also the appointment of Robert D. Troccolo who is an Architect, 
as an Associate Member.

TREE WARDEN 


On February 1, 1985, the National Arbor Day Foundation announced that 
Natick has joined six other Massachusetts communities as having been 
selected as a national ''Tree City U.S.A."’ award for 1984. Natick quali- 
Fied on the basis of its application which met the Foundation's guidelines 
for having a comprehensive tree ordinance, a tree care and replacement 
Program, and for its recognition of Arbor Day. 
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Formal presentation of a commemorative plague, a flag and a street sign 
was made by Mr. Ernest DeRosa, Urban Forester, Comm. of Ma. to the 
Board of Selectmen on April 22, 1985. 


A recertification application has been submitted for 1985. 


The Town and all of its citizens can take pride for their efforts and 
concerns and recognition of the entrinsic values of public shade trees. 


Approximately 120 dead or diseased trees were removed, 48 of which were 
removed by public utilities. 


An additional 8.6 street milesof public shade trees were inventoried. 
Results from 1979-85 inventory are 38.6 miles, 3,564 trees, total open 
spaces 540 and total estimated value $6,116,000. 


Thirty trees were planted in a residential planting program in 1985. 
Locations were determined by a public announcement and a formal request 
by property owners. These trees were planted just inside the property 
line as provided for in Chapter 87 MGI, Public Shade Tree Act. It is 
planned to continue this program in the Spring of 1986. 


On September 28, 1985, Hurricane Gloria caused the loss of 123 Town trees. 
The major losses occurred in the older age-classes that were located in 

the street-lawn areas. It is further estimated that about 350 private 
trees were lost as a result of Gloria. The Town handled the complete 
removal of the public trees, as well as the roadside brush which originated 
from the private trees. 


The 1986 replacement of those public trees lost is in the planning stage, 
based on the anticipated U.S. F.E.M.A. refmbursement. 


This office continues as a principal on the citizens Advisory Committee, 
which was instrumental in obtaining a $264,000 grant under the ''Cities 
and Towns Commons Program.'' The firm of Moriece & Gary, of Cambridge has 


been selected for the final design. It is expected that construction will 
begin by April and be completed by September, 1985. 


|! would like to express my heartfelt thanks for the fine spirit of 
cooperation by all of the Town employees, the utilities and private 
contractors both during and subsequent to the "wrath of Gloria."

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT & PEST CONTROL 


No major tree-related infestations were evidenced this year. 
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A great percentage of the damage to private caused by Hurricane Gloria, 
in those areas of Town which were severely defoliated in 1981-83, mostly 
in the Oak groups, was attributable to the long term debilitating impact 
of those infestations. 


The State Bureau of Insect & Pest Control has informed me of a potential 
buildup of the Gypsy Moth population in the Southwest corner of Town. 
State and local surveillance will continue. 


The baseof evaluation of the potential damage caused by acidic deposition 
is broadening to the point where significant corrective action is impera~ 
tive. Any external force which contributes to the decline of tree 

growth leads to an upswing of insect populations, either primary or 
secondary.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission had an extremely busy year in 1985. The 
Commission held 42 Public Hearings, issued 36 Order of Conditions, made 

6 Determinations of Applicability and issued 5 Certificate of Compliances. 
All of these functions were carried out pursuant to the Massachusetts 
Wetlands Protection Act. 


Included in these matters was an extended public hearing for the proposed 
Hunnewell Woods housing development. The Commission issued an Order of 
Conditions for the project in September 1985. This was appealed to the 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. No decision has been 
made on the appeal at this time. 


The Commission also continued its Jennings Pond water quality project, 
received the Town's first Aquifer Delineation Maps, sponsored a new water 
conservation by-law which was enacted by Town Meeting, formally acquired 
the Camp Mary Bunker, West School and Oak Street property for the Town's 
use and continued to act as an environmental watchdog for the Town. 


The Commission was happy to receive Suzanne Schaller and Peter Nichols 
as new members. They received with regret the resignation of Bob Watjen. 
The Commission thanked him for his time and knowledge while a member.

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TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


Two members resigned from the HDC this year. In January, A. Lawrence Glynn 
resigned and Mark Balk replaced him as Commission Attorney. 


In March, Helen Robertson moved away, forcing her resignation. Ms. Robertson, 
an Architectural Designer, was a ten year veteran, having come to the Commis- 
sion through the Historic District Study Committee. She contributed much 

to the founding and the maintaining of both the Eliot and the Wilson 

Historic Districts. The Commission regrets the loss of her dedicated and 
capable membership. 


Ms. Robertson was replaced by Edward Allen, Architect, recently an associate 
professor in the Department of Architecture at M.I.T. and the author of 
several architectural books. 


The Town Administrator has arranged to give the Commission secretarial 
assistance because the volume of Commission business has increased 
substantially. The cost of this is reflected in increased Application 
filing fees. The change in the filing fee, in turn, necessitated a revision 
of the HDC Rules and Regulations. The revised Rules and Regulations were 
accepted by the Commission in December. 
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The function of the HDC is to certify appropriate alterations and construc- 
tion within the two historic districts under its jurisdiction. In 1985, 
the Commission approved the following Certificate of Appropriateness:

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HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Natick Historical Commission had an active year in participatory 
planning with other town and state agencies. Projects considered were 
the Maria Hayes Congregate Housing, West School family housing, Town 
Common Revitalization, and several small private building restorations. 


Of these projects, the Commission reviewed the architectural design for 
additions and restoration of the Maria Hayes Home conversion. Recom- 
mendations were forwarded to the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, 

and Zoning Board of Appeals and were adopted in plan approvals. The 
various town planning agencies have called upon the Historical Commis- 
sion on several other occasions for consultation on historic properties, 
which indicates an acute awareness of preservation issues and a strength- 
ened working relationship between Town boards. 


In other business, the Commission continued to disperse throughout town 
copies of Macewen's ''History of Natick'' manuscript which was edited and 
compiled by Carol Coverly of the Morse Institute Library. 


Helen Sheridan participated in a field survey of local ''First Period!’

NATICK HOUSING AUTHORITY 


Natick Housing Authority during the past year experienced mixed periods of 
accomplishment and frustation in trying to produce decent, safe and sanitary 
housing for all our residents. The year began with great expectation that 
our much talked about elderly congregate (Maria Hayes) and family (West 
School) ‘housing projects would officially break ground in the Fall of the 
year. Unfortunately unavoidable delays at the State level caused the 
Authority to adjust the start of construction to the Spring of 1986. The 
Authority experienced additional frustration at our Coolidge Gardens 
buildings as the replacement of two new hot water tanks, a new roof and an 
unfortunate oil spill caused the Authority to divert much of its attention 
fowcnese matters. 
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On the brighter side, the Natick Housing Authority conducted successful 
energy conservation and modernization programs designed to enhance the 
quality of living for all our tenants. In May the Authority received a 
citation for ''Achievement in Housing Development and Modernization'' from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts (E.0.C.D.) at the State's Annual Housing 
Conference in Falmouth. The Authority Board and staff also were able to 
achieve one of its continuing goals which is to increase the number of 
family units available to the Town when the NHA was awarded 19 additional 
units of rental assistance housing in the early pamt.ors 1965. 


The Natick Housing Authority this past year was also proud to receive two 
grants from the State for Energy Management and Housing Development. In 
June the Executive Office of Energy Resources (E.0.E.R.) awarded a Passive 
Solar Energy Grant to the Authority, while at the same time the Executive 
Office of Communities and Development (E.0.C.D.) along with the Department 
of Mental Health (D.M.H.) together awarded a Development Grant to the 
Authority for the development of a group residence for eight individuals. 


In April Edward J. Hurst was successfully re-elected to his third term 
on the Natick Housing Authority Board of Directors during the Annual Town 
Elections.

The Council and the Senior Center Director, Simon Mosgofian, are constantly 
alert to take advantage of State and Federal grants to enhance established 
programs and introduce new ones. 


We, and our seniors, have maintained all programs during the past year 
with great anxiety and daily anticipation of the Center's relocation to 
the Lincoln School. 


All of our programs have a therapeutice value of some description; this is our 
achievement for the overall! well being of the seniors. 


Each of the following activities is so important for the value derived; 
Arts, Crafts, Bridge, Singing, Line Dancing, Square Dancing. 


The singing and dancing groups give of their talents at other Senior Centers, 
Nursing Homes and Cushing Hospital. 


Our health programs are blood pressure clinics, podiatry consultations, 
audiological testing, swimming, exercises, counselling and discussion groups. 


Many of the socio-economic problems are serviced by our two Outreach Workers 
whose services are varied and include, in part, assistance and referral for 
fuel assistance, housing, Medicare, Medicaid and Food Stamps. 


Of outstanding value to the seniors have been the services of very experienced 
Income Tax Specialists. 


Together with the overall managerial responsibility for the Center, the 
Director oversees the Hot Lunch program, meals to the homebound and medical 
transportation. 


This year the Center was commended by the Director of the Nutrition Program 
for the great number of meals delivered and the number of volunteer 
drivers who accomplished this. 


We are most appreciative of the efforts, kindness, and generosity extended 
by Town Departments, Volunteers, Clubs, Organizations, Individuals, "Friends 
Oretne=center™ and’all Clergy and, too, Quinobin’ School Staff and students.

THE NATICK COMMUNITY FARM 


This year has been a year of expansion for the Natick Community Farm. Many 
of our programs for young people are new and their success has proved that 
the Farm can involve area residents throughout the year. The number of 
volunteers, visitors and program participants has grown: approximately 

700 adults and children come to the Farm each month. The increase in 
programs and people at the Farm has convinced the Farm Board of Directors 
that a multipurpose building is now needed. Therefore, the Board has 

moved forward on long-held plans to build a workshop at the Farm. 


FARM OPERATIONS 


Hop ters muy 

lt was a record season for gallons of syrup and number of visitors. The 
weather cooperated and the Farm Director put in many extra hours boiling 
Sap to produce 100 gallons (market value $25 per gallon). School and 
community groups toured the syruping operation and many individuals and 
families stopped by. In total, during the six week syruping season, there 
were approximately 1,500 visitors at the Farm. 


Plants 


Our Farm Director became a member of the Natural Organic Farmers Associa- 
tion and attended their conference. New seed varieties were researched and 
ordered through NOFA. The greenhouse continues to produce a large amount 
of seedlings (over 5,000 this year). Major fertilization for all growing 
areas has been a year long project. Perennial crops are healthy and begin- 
ning to bear; 6 new strawberry beds were begun this year. 


Animals 


Our Assistant Farm Director set up a new record keeping system to track 
feed amounts and costs; mating and birthing; and marketing. Animal care, 
health and production has been very good for the past year. 


FARM PROGRAMS 


Recreation and Human Service Programs

The department offered several sessions at the Farm for three age groups: 
Pre-school, K-2 and 3-5. Children come to learn about the Farm crops and 
to participate in caring for the animals. These Programs have been well 
subscribed (about 95 children) and will be continued next year. 


school Programs 


The Farm Director developed a maple Syrup presentaion for school children 
complete with a coloring book for teachers to use in the classroom. She 
visited the Memorial, Brown and Johnson Schools reaching over 730 Natick 
Children. The Farm Director also gave the maple syrup presentation in 
Wellesley at the Bates Schools. Recently, she returned to Brown School to 
an introduction to plant science. Our Assistant Farm Director visited 5th 
graders at the Cole School for a workshop on Farm Animals. 
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Summer Work Program 


During the Summer of '84, 40 youths were involved in learning by working 
with crops, animals and marketing. They also learned basic job responsi- 
bilities and gained pride in the Farm and their accomplishments. As in 
the past, we depended on JPTA workers to help the Farm Director and 
Assistant Farm Director supervise the young people. Applications for the 
Summer '85 work program are higher then last year's figures at this time. 


Alternative Education 


Again this year, the Farm has been a site for a successful alternative 
education program. Through the Tri-Valley Cooperative, a Holliston 
High School student has been transported to the Farm daily by Project 
Accept. She takes courses in Holliston in:the morning and assists in all 
aspects of Farm operations during the afternoon. 


Special Needs Program 


One session of eight classes for handicapped children from Natick, 
Wellesley and Wayland occured this Spring. Children worked with the Farm 
Director tending plants in the greenhouse and caring for animals. 


Court Referrals 


This Spring, we had a young person referred to the Farm from Needham 
for community service work. We have renewed our contact with the Natick 
Court and restated our interest in being a community service work site. 


Leonard Morse Hospital 


Four to six children who are in the child development program at the hospital 
come down to the Farm three times a week for 204 hours, accompanied by 
hospital staff. In addition to getting fresh air, the children help the 
Farm Director and Assistant Farm Director with farm chores. 


Community Gardens 


With the assistance of board member, Ron Ordway, all 20 plots were rented 
this year by community residents. 


FINANCES AND PERSONNEL 


Finances 


The budget was revised by the Treasurer to better reflect the true cost of 
Farm operations. Our projected budget for FY'85 totaled $19,800. In the 
last eleven months, expenses and income have been in line with expectations. 
The 17 member Farm Board reaised over $7,000 through a Fall fundraising 
drive (275 people solicited; 65 responses) and through the annual Fall 

and Spring Festivals. Income from Farm products was close to $6,000 by 

the end of April. Sales occurred throughout the year at the barn. In the 
Summer most produce is sold at the Route 16 and Main Street market stands. 

We also sell from the truck once a week at the three elderly housing sites 
in Natick. Some produce is sold to a local restaurant. 
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Personne] 


The Farm Director, Lynda Simkins and Assistant Farm Director, Alan 
Cunningham are town employees, receiving both benefits and salary through 
the Department of Recreation and Human Services. The Farm Board reimburses 
the Town of Natick for one half of the Assistant Farm Director's salary. 
Both Farm Staff are supervised by the head of Recreation and Human 

Services and are advised by the Farm Board. 


MAINTENANCE AND IMPROVEMENTS OF CURRENT BUILDINGS AND PROPERTY 


Most goals set last year were met during the course of the year: 


Chicken coop was rebuilt 

Farrowing pen was built for sows 

Road was repaired and security gate was installed 
New feed bins were constructed 

Outhouse was relocated to the back of the barn 


BUILDING PROJECT 


In April, 1985, our plans for a workshop at the Farm was approved by the 
School Committee. Natick resident, Bob Egan, has contributed architectural] 
plans; Board Member, Rud Ham, is chair of the Building Committee. The 
building will be constructed by students at Quinobin Regional Vocational- 
Technical School. This Spring, Town Meeting Members voted to fund sanitary 
facilities at the Farm. These facilities will become part of the Workshop. 
Board members will seek donations of money and materials from area residents, 
businesses and clubs. Construction is expected to begin by Fall 1985 and 

the Workshop should be ready for use in the Winter.

The upstairs Meeting Room of the Library was redecorated by repainting 
the ceiling, walls, and woodwork and the laying down of a red rug.

to make the room more agreeable for the monthly concerts planned by the 
Natick Arts Council. A retractable ten foot screen Suspended from the 
ceiling is another improvement.

MORSE INSTITUTE 
LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


1985 will be remembered by the library staff as the year we worked on 

the mammoth task of converting the library's biliographic data base into 
machine readable form. More than 100,000 books were entered into the 
central computer where they will be combined with the information from 

19 other libraries to create an online catalog of more than 2 million books. 
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As this huge undertaking moves into a different stage, the beginning of 
1986 finds the library staff beginning to reregister our patrons in 
preparation for online circulation in two months. The current use of this 
system has enabled us to refine our inter-library loan techniques such that 
there has been a doubling in demand for this service. As we wind our way 
through 1986, our patrons will find the automated system replacing our 
current manual routines and the resources of 20 eastern Massachusetts 
libraries will be available through the terminals at the Morse Institute. 


While the staff worked every available minute inputting the catalog 
information and learning about the automated system, they also continued 
to carry out, as best as possible, the current tasks of circulation, 
reference, technical processes, and program development. 


The Morse Institute Young People's Library continued to offer a variety 

of programs for preschool and elementary age children during 1985. Spring, 
Summer, and Fall Pre-School Storyhours were fully subscribed and an entirely 
new program, Silver Apple Storytime, for families with young children proved 
very popular on Monday evenings. The Children's Room also held a Winter 
and Spring festival of films for younger children and the afternoon story- 
crafts were reinstituted. The Zillions of Zebras summer book club (with 
approximately 150 members) highlighted a very successful summer program. 


Special events in the Main Library included a Summer Film Festival of 
award winning films, book talks by noted reviewer Robert Hale, and a trip 
to the Museum of Fine Arts to view the Renoir Exhibit. Bus transportation 
for this trip was provided free of charge by Chaulk Ambulance in their new 
bus. 


The Neighborhood and School Bookmobiles continued to make their visits 
throughout the community. Total bookmobile circulation was 59,407. 


The Reference Department continues to be extremely active with more 
visitors to the library than ever demanding answers to questions on 
finance, fitness, medicine, and law as well as the usual need for school 
related research. A tax form dispenser along with our subscriptions to 
tax service publications has resulted in as many as 20 to 30 people a day 
requesting help finding forms during the tax season. The Reference 
Librarian is working on a local history project in conjunction with the 
High School Social Studies Department to produce a videotape on Natick 
Common. 


The Technical Services Department reports that more than 5,000 books, 
records, cassettes and paperbacks were added to the collection in 1985. 
Circulation for the total library was 206,067. 


With the coming of online services, the Library Staff looks forward to 
providing more sophisticated and more efficient library service for the 
community of Natick. Information on more than two million books in 
twenty libraries will be at our fingertips. If you haven't already, 
please come to the library over the coming year and find out for yourself 
what's been happening.

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BACON FREE LIBRARY 


The Trustees of the Bacon Free Library are happy to report that a company 
has been hired to renovate and insulate the windows of the library building. 
Work will begin in the spring and will be completed before summer. This 

is the first on a list of renovation projects planned by the trustees to 
up-date and maintain the lovely building that is the focal point of South 
Natick. 


A small group of dedicated library patrons reactivated the dormant Friends 
of the Library group this year and already have demonstrated a positive 
force in the library. Friends Mary Lou Miller and Louisa Caswell organized 
a party following a successful summer reading program. The theme of the 
party followed the motif of the reading program, ''Seafarers,'’ and even 
included a Treasure Hunt on the library grounds. 


Ruth Brenneman, Maurita Byrne, and Mary Lou Miller planned a Christmas 
Library Decorating Party in December to which children were invited to 
come and make decorations for the felt tree wall hanging made by Mary Lou 
Miller. Everyone agreed that this should be an annual event. 


The next project planned by the Friends will be a spring Children's Art 
Show held at the library. 


The Children's Pre-School Story Hour has been slightly changed and been 
renamed the Children's Social Hour. All pre-school children are invited to 
come to the library on Thunsday mornings for play, circle time, craft, 
exercises, puzzles, or film, and those children over 3 yrs. old have 
stories read to them by the librarian. 


The 15 Gardeners planted the urn on the library grounds with lovely flowers 
again this year. They also contributed some time on grounds' chores and 
the library staff and trustees extend their gratitude to them. 


The Natick Historical Society Museum and Library, a repository of historical 
material significant to Natick, continues to attract visitors and students 
of all ages. A dedicated volunteer staff work at organizing and maintaining 
the collection of Indian implements, old photographs, maps, genealogical 
resource material, historical manuscripts, and local artifacts. The 
continuing goal of the Society is to enlarge and refine their collections.

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NATICK ARTS COUNCIL 


The Natick Arts Council's goals for the future continue to be threefold 
and can be labled the three ''E's,'' EDUCATION, EXPOSURE and ENTERTAINMENT. 


In order of their importance, although they do overlap, EDUCATION is the 
first. The Council has continued to provide a modified Creative Expressions 
program. This year the program is geared for children 3 to 8 years old and 
entitled ''Kinder Sings'' presented by the ''Just Around the Corner'! Company. 
This program is ever changing, which in essence keeps it fresh and growing. 


An exciting program entitled ''The Young People's Opera Program!' began in 
1984 and has proven to be very successful. This program is a full scale 
education project for elementary, and secondary levels of the Natilck School 
system. Professional musicians have presented percussion and brass quintet 
demonstrations in all the elementary schools. Particularly noteworthy are 
full scale performances of three major operas this year. Demonstrations 
preceded these performances with special emphasis on the High School 
Humanities Class. Productions of ''Daughter of the Regiment'' presented to 
Middle School students and ''The Pearl Fishers'' presented as an Artist-in- 
Residence program at JFK. Three hundred junior high schoolers attended a 
performance of ''Hansel and Gretel'' presented by the Opera Company of Boston 
at the Opera House in Boston. In the spring, Pucinni's ''Madama Butterfly" 
will be presented by the professional cast of Opera New England at the High 
School Auditorium as part of the Artist-In-Residence program. At the 
conclusion of this year, children from all age levels will come together in 
a gala musical presentation. Along with these young people, support will 
come from participants from the community at large and professional musi- 
cians and soloists. 


Geraldine Barretto-Sims, in-town coordinator, has been working closely with 
the School Administration to implement this program. This exciting col lab- 
oration has proven very successful. Natick is one of the three school 
systems throughout the entire state involved in a project of this kind. 
Hopefully, The Council, in this program is assisting the student to develop 
his creative as well as his physical well-being. 


This past fall, The Opera Company of Boston in association with the schools 
and the Council, hosted a staff development program, Students Create Opera 
Workshop presented by Opera America. Attending were Natick School staff 
and opera educators from the northeast. Once again, Natick was chosen as 
one of the three cites for this conference from around the COUNT EY: 


Grants were presented to Cole and Lilja Elementary Schools for two separate 
twenty-day residences under the auspices of the Institute of the Arts. 
During this time, each respective artist provided a variety of artistic and 
educational experience to all children in grades K to 5. This included 
presentations to each classroom, an intensive program for selected class 
groups, a teacher workshop and consultations, and a culiminating activity 
for each school community. The artistic disciplines planned were Puppetry 
and Folk Music with a direct correlation to students! basic skills develop- 
ment in the Language Arts. 
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The Council, as in the past, will continue to award four scholarships to 
high school seniors planning to continue their studies in the arts. These 
scholarships are given in four areas: art, drama, dance and music. 


A sizeable grant was presented to the Natick Historical Society for the 
purchase of a slide projector in order to put together a program on Natick 
as it looked in the 1890's and as it looks today. This program is being 
developed for grade school classes that visit the museum periodically. 


The second goal is EXPOSURE. Why? To let the citizens of Natick know 
that we do indeed have an Arts Council and that the Council is a valuable 
asset to the Community. We see the Town's visual and performing artists 
taking an active part in cable TV productions thus giving them a medium 
to display their talents. Several Council activities, including the 
Celebration of the Arts Weekend and the Morse Institute Library Concert 
Series (which runs the first Sunday of each month from October through 
June--open to the public); they have been video taped and aired on Cable 
Television. 


The Council has been able to grant monies to local visual artists in the 
presenting of one-man shows with much success following. One such artist 
received much publicity and the promise of other exhibits, plus other 
large grants. The Council has seen an increased interest in this area in 
that many more requests from local artists have been noted. 


Eventually, The Council would like very much to establish space of its 

own so that it could have on-going exhibits open to the public. This 

would not only benefit the local artists and townsfolk but might even bring 
in outside exhibitors. 


The third goal is ENTERTAINMENT. The Council will continue to support the 
popular summer Band Concerts on the Common, and, as stated previously, would 
look forward to supporting local entertainment programming on our own local 
TV channel. This past year, grant monies were allocated to a professional 
music women's groups to bring quality entertainment to the various Natick 
Nursing Homes. This program is in the process of being implemented. In 

the near future, we look forward to working with the Senior Citizens Center 
in formulating a program that would interest their members. 


Each of these goals would not be possible were it not for the many 
volunteers who have given and continue to be generous with their time 

and talents in an effort to formulate and implement artistic programs for 
the benefit of the citizens of Natick. We dedicate this report to them with 
our grateful thanks.

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SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


During 1985 South Middlesex Opportunity Council Inc. (SMOC) completed its 
twentieth year of operation by pnoviding assistance to over fourteen thou- 
sand low income and elderly residents of the area. Utilizing an annual 
budget of $7.1 million, SMOC continued to operate a variety of programs 
geared to the economic survival of its low income constituents. Among 
these efforts were the operationof the following services: 


A. Preschool Day Care, After School Day Care, and Family Day Care Programs 
for children of working parents, Operating centers in Framingham and 
Marlborough in order to provide quality child care, educational, social, 
health and nutritional services for children 23 to 12 years of age. 
During 1985, over 300 children were served by this program. SMOC, in 
conjunction with the Framingham Housing Authority, opened an Infant & 
Toddler Center in 1985. 


B. Regional Headstart Program which provides preschool age children and 
their families with an educational experience, medical assistance, and 
supportive social services in both a center-based and home-based model. 
During 1985, 507 individuals were served by this program. 


C. Headstart Child Care Clinic which in conjunction with Framingham Union 
Hospital operates a pediatric clinic for low income children. The 
clinic provides preventive and diagnostic treatment, screening, audio- 
visual, and Denver Developmental testing, as well as follow-up care 
and referrals. During 1985, over 1400 children were served through the 
Ebi Tice 


D. Weatherization Program which works to lessen the impact of the high cost 
of fuel on low income families through installation of insulation, 
caulking, weatherstripping, storm windows, and other energy related 
home repairs. fn 1985, this program weatherized 291 area homes. 


E. Fuel Assistance Program which provides financial assistance to eligible 
households in paying the costs of fuel and utility bills. The program 
also provides legal advice to persons facing fuel and/or utility shut- 
offs and other consumer problems related to energy availability. 

During 1985, 5012 households were assisted through this program. 


F, South Middlesex Alcohol Services which provides a comprehensive range 
of services for the alcoholic and his/her family. Programs include: 
1. a twenty bed detoxification center, 2. an outpatient counseling 
program, 3. a driver alcohol education program. The program works 
closely with area courts and police departments, other human service 
Organizations, and school sytems. During 1985, over 2000 persons were 
assisted by this program, 


G. Elderly Nutrition Program which provides senior citizens, particularly 
those with low incomes, with nutritionally sound meals served in stra- 
tegically located centers where they can obtain other needed social 
and rehabilitative services. In addition the program provides a home 
delivered meals program to hundreds of persons in the area. During 
1985, 1803 persons were served through this program with a total of 
155,006 meals being served. 
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H. Women, Infants, and Children Program which provides nutrition education 
and counseling coupled with a voucher program for supplemental food for 
low income women and their children. The program is specifically de- 
signed to serve as an integral part of good health care during the 
critical early period of human growth and development. 931 persons 
were assisted by this program in 1985. 


1. Delegate Agencies 
1. South Middlesex Legal Services provides legal assistance in civil 
matters to eligible low income residents in such areas as housing 
law, administrative law, developmental disabilities, and domestic 
relations. The program also operates the Senior Legal Services 
Project which is designed to assist elderly residents with repre- 
sentation in civil matters. 


2. People's Energy Resource Cooperative (PERC), now in its fourth 
year of operation, has a membership of over 600 households and six 
chapters in the area. The organization is designed to provide 
information and technical assistance with regard to reducing energy 
COSES. 


3. A Place To Turn is an emergency food and clothing pantry located in 
Natick. 


J. Community Organizing - This component has continued to research and 
pursue issues which impact the lives of low income residents of the 
area. During the past year, housing needs of low income people and 
problems in the child support system in Massachusetts have been focused 
upon. 


K. Homelessness - SMOC in conjunction with the Homelessness Task Force, 
has received funding to open the first shelter for homeless families 
in the area. Opening date - March 1986. 


In conclusion, the Board of Directors of SMOC, comprisedof one third public 
officials, one third low income persons, and one third private area organiza- 
tions, continued to set policy direction for the entire agency. In light 

of the severe federal cutbacks which have impacted all low income and 

elderly persons, the SMOC Board has committed the agency to the provision 

of quality programs and resources to assist area residents in their economic 
survival. This commitment will continue in 1986.

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VETERANS’ SERVICES 
VETERANS’ BENEFITS 


Veterans! Benefits - This office gave financial assistance to 421 people 
this past year. We had 4,325 walk-in and telephone contacts for the year. 


The Director's responsibility is to make sure that each case is thoroughly 
investigated and that all documents are in each file. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts reimburses the cities and towns 75% of 
amount aided. In order to receive this reimbursement, each case has to be 
approved by the State Authorizer. A follow-up is made by a State Investi- 
gator in the field. He makes sure all documents are in the file when he 
investigates the case. 


To be eligible for veterans' benfits, the veteran must have an honorable 
discharge or a discharge under honorable conditions from the Armed Forces. 
He must also come under State and local laws according to Directives of 
the Department of Veterans! Services. 


This year, eight assignments and voluntary assignments were discharged 
and amounted to $4,911.12 being turned over to the Treasurer of the Town 
of Natick. 


This office keeps in close contact with the Social Security Office in 
Framingham so that we can keep up with the many changes in that program. 
We can then advise our veterans and dependents how, when, and where to 
file for a particular benefit such as Social Security Retirement, Social 
Security Disability, or Supplemental Security Income. 


Veterans! Services - This year, this department filed many claims for V.A. 
compensation and pensions for eligible veterans and dependents as well as 
burial claims. We brought $258,811 into the Town of Natick for 1985 alone. 


The V.A. has increased the rates for pensions as of 12/1/85, so the check 
received by recipients on 1/1/86 will have a 3.1% increase. However, the 
compensiation rate (service-connected disability) has not been approved for 
an increase as yet by Congress. 


By applying for these pensions, compensations, burials, hospitalization, 
etc. the Town of Natick's taxpayers benefit as money goes direct to veteran 
which gets those who are on aid on their own. 


We also aided many veterans, widows, and children with the new income 
questionnaires. These new questionnaires will be coming through from V.A. 
at scattered times during the year. If they are not returned, the pension 
Wilt ims cop. 

As stated in prior reports, this office is a “one stop’ center for san) 
veterans and dependents. We try to counsel people and explore every 
avenue of resource available to them so that they are aware of their 
entitlements. 


This department is governed by Chapter 115 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws as far as veterans! aid goes. The Veterans Administration work is in 
addition to our other work.

Four veterans were buried in the Massachusetts National Cemetery in Bourne, 
Massachusetts. Ten out-of-town veterans were buried in the different 
cemeteries in the Town of Natick. 


In examining each veteran's grave, | found many corroded and missing markers 
and had to replace 95 markers in the Natick cemeteries. 


The Town of Natick appropriates $506 a year for care of veterans! graves 
which is now inadequate due to rising costs. 


The caretaker of North Cemetery is paid $200, caretaker of Eliot Cemetery 
is paid $100, and caretaker of Glenwood Cemetery is paid $30. This doesn't 
even leave enough for markers and maintaining cemetery maps.

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TOWN COUNSEL 


Town Counsel provides advice and consultation to all Town Officers and 
employees on legal matters which affect the Town and represents the Town 
in lawsuits in which the Town is a party. Town Counsel holds office hours 
in the Town Hall on a weekly basis and remains on call to provide assist- 
ance as needed. 


The various Town Boards, Departments and Commissions regularly seek advice 
on all aspects of municipal law. Frequently, these issues require con- 
sultation with Town personnel, legal research, and a written opinion. 


In 1985 the primary concentration was in the areas of building code, 
contracts, damage claims, lease purchase of equipment, licensing, personnel , 
subdivision control, town meeting, tax titles and zoning. 


Among the major projects which required legal assistance were: 


(1) examination of title for the Natick Common in order to obtain state 
grant money; 

(2) negotiation of agreements and easements for Flutie Pass; 

(3) negotiation of agreements for the lease purchase of municipal equipment 
and vehicles; 

(4) negotiation of agreements for the Neighborhood Bus program; 

(5) an amendment to the Site Plan Review By-Law; 

(6) an Annual Town Meeting in April, 1985; 

(7) a Special Town Meeting in May, 1985; 

(8) a Special Town Meeting in June, 1985; 

(9) an Annual Town Meeting in October, 1985. 


Several lawsuits were resolved in 1985 including a property damage claim 
arising out of an accident involving a police cruiser, which was settled; 

a personal injury claim arising out of an alleged accident involving a 
pothole, in which judgment was entered in favor of the Town; two zoning 
appeals, one of which resulted in a court judgment in favor of the Town 

and one of which was settled; and a civil rights claim against the Town and 
the Building Inspector, which was settled by the Town's insurer. 


Several lawsuits were pending at the end of 1985 including a contract suit 
for sewer work, a claim by a former employee for overtime benefits, three 
personal injury claims, a civil rights claim, four zoning appeals and two 
appeals from comprehensive permits for low.and moderate income housing 
issued by the Board of Appeals. 


Once again Town personnel provided courteous assistance throughout the 


year, often on short notice. Their help is gratefully appreciated.

The major activity of the Personnel Board continues to be the development 
of consistant Townwide policies, procedures and programs which are fair 
to both the employee and the taxpayer. 


The Personnel By-Laws and Collective Bargaining Agreements guide the 
conditions of employment for all Municipal employees but we need to pursue 
creative means of supporting and motivating employees while controlling 
costs. 


The Board has backed several new programs and efforts which respond to 
employees! needs in the 80's while providing a management approach to 
problem solving. 


First and foremost has been the implementation of an Occupational Health 
Program including medical care and supervision to employees who may be 
injured on the job, thus assisting in their appropriate return to work. 
In 1985 there was also the implementation of an ''Employee Assistance 
Program'' to assist the employee in dealing with life circumstances which 
may have an impact on their work performance. Both of these programs 
have been generally well received by the employee and are most helpful 
to the Town functioning in a professional manner in employee relations. 


The very sincere efforts of the Employee Groups, the Management Staff and 
the Policy Making Authorities of the Town is deeply appreciated.

Favorable Action 


This important articles seeks to apply the Site Plan Review process to 
the industrial and heavy commercial zoning districts. It is similar 
to an article considered by Town Meeting last year. The objections 
raised concerning small projects and the downtown business area have

been satisfied by removing those areas from the Review. Also the Site 
Plan Review will apply to existing sites only where a new use is to 
take place (i.e. a different category of use) or more than 5% increase 
in floor area is to be added. It is extremely important to the Town 
that the large commercial developments be subject to this review. 

Much has been mentioned in the media recently about the need to plan 
the development of areas such as the Natick Mall and the Route 9 and 
Speen Street adjacent areas with care. Failure to pass this article 
at this time may be the last chance that the Town has to have any 
input to massive traffic increases and site development which affects 
water, sewer use, etc. The majority of the work under this Article 
will be conducted by the Board of Appeals and only sites of approxi- 
mately 4 or more acres will be left with the Planning Board.

The Planning Board, acting as the SPGA, may grant Site Plan Approval 
in accordance with Section VI-DD of these Bylaws for the construction 
and occupancy of a Cluster Development located in the RG District, 
provided that the gross land area of the parcel seeking such alter- 
native development is at least 40,000 square feet.

an RG District for such land shall no longer be permitted or allowed, 
and only the uses as allowed under the approved Overall Development 
Plan may be constructed or enjoyed on the land shown in the Overall 
Development Plan.

PROCEDURES:

7. NUMBER OF DWELLING UNITS: 


The maximum number of dwelling units allowed in a RG Cluster 
Development shall equal the "Net Usable Land Area" as defined herein 
divided by 5,000, rounded to the nearest whole number. As used in 
this paragraph "Net Usable Land Area" shall mean one hundred (100%) 
percent of the resultant area obtained by subtracting (a) one hundred 
(100%) percent of the land area lying below the one hundred (100) year 
flood elevation as delineated on the Townwide Drainage Study maps as 
prepared by Coffin & Richardson Engineers (or as said maps may be 
revised, amended or other similar maps substituted), and (b) one 
hundred (100%) percent of the primary zone wetland area (also as shown 
on said Townwide Drainage Study maps) which is shown outside the 
limits of the one hundred (100) year flood elevation from the gross

approval is sought. If the Overall Development Plan covers land lying 
in more than one zoning district, all of which districts permit 
alternative cluster development, the number of dwelling units allowed 
shall be caluclated as provided in these Zoning Bylaws for each 
portion of the parcel in each of the zoning districts separately and 
the resultant determinations shall be added together to give an 
overall allowable total number of dwelling units for the parcel.

9. OPEN SPACE 


At least thirty (30%) percent of the total land area of the parcel for 
which alternative development as a Cluster Development is desired 
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ARTICLE 15 (Continued) 


hereunder, shall be preserved open space. All dwelling units shall 
abut such Open Space or be accessible thereto via a public way or 
easement. At east fifty (50%) percent of the Open Space shall not be 
primary zone wetlands or land within the 100 year flood elevation as 
heretofore described. However, the Planning Board may waive or 
increase this requirement for a meritorious plan.

In comp] iance with Section 61, Chapter 41, Generals Laws, submitted 
herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal 
period July 1, 1984 to June 30, 1985, inclusive. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Departments 
have been examined both for their accuracy and legal requirements before 
being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, which were 
presented on 339 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $44,446,882.86. Warrants 
payable as of June 30, 1984 totaled $762,120.81. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1984 to June 30, 1985, inclusive, were 
$46,713,251.85. The cash balance on hand June 30, 1984, $10,899,572.27 
plus invested cash of $200,000.00 for a total of $11,099,572.27 which is 
an increase of $2,004,039.94 over the balance on hand at the end of the 
previous fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing 
amounts for each item expended in the 1984-1985, appropriated for 1984- 
1985 and requested for 1985-1986. Copies of each budget were forwarded 
to the Finance Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances, exclusive of Sewer, Water, 
Recreation and Parking Meter returned to the 1984-1985 Revenue Account 
amounted to $353,537.68, an increase of $19,429.87 over the prior year. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, notice 
was given to the Assessors of the total 1984-1985 receipts, except from 


taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the 
source of such receipts was specified.
